, What Chicago needs in the way of « har- 
bor; what it wil] méan te Chicago; what it 
will mean to the whole nation; what it will 
cost and how muoh financial assistance is 
necessary from the federal government be- 
fore the project can be started, ls all set forth 
im @ memorial to congress which was adopted 
by the harbors'and bridges 6éommittee yester- 
day and will be presented to the naanie 
Monday night.

Poem at Thomas Matinee.

HE fast subsiding wave of public excite- 
ment over the decapitation of “ Salome” 
by the direct of the opera tossed a 
curious collection. of tonal débris into the 
classic confines of Orchestra hall and the 
Thomas matinée yesterday. These fragments 
and remains represented one of Salome’s mu- 
sical ancesiors and were listed on the program 
as ‘“‘Don Quixote,” Fantastic Variations on a 
Theme of Knightly Character, by Richard 
Strauss. 
Although but eight years older than the much 
..scussed opera, thia tonal account of the mis- 
edventures of Cervantes’ quaint hero now 
seem. hopelessiy. old fashioned. The audience 
received it with a species of bored amusement. 
The men played it with broad smiles upon their 
faces. Oace the musical world professed to find 
it a marvel of realism. Now it looks upon it as 
a childish and futile thing. The sensation of 
twelve years ago now is quite tame. Thus will 
it ever be with art which bases its appeal to 
the public on superficial effect, which lacks in- 
trinsic eloquence of melody.

‘It were unjust to deny to Strauss’ half for- 
gotten tone poem a certain element of sensa- 
tionalism that still persists. The “wind ma- 
chine” of the melodrama is still strange to 


‘the concert hall, and its shrill voice was sought
